Vitamin K, a Scientific Boon To Avert Bleeding Diseases

IN TH E blood of normal per­ 
sona is found a protein-like sub­ 
stance called prothrombin. This 
substance is necessary in the clot­ 
ting of blood; unless a person has 
enough vitamin K or anti-bleeding 
vitamin in his body there will not 
he sufficient prothrombin in the 
blood. New-born babies are more 
or less deficient in vitamin K. so 
that in many infants there is dan­ 
ger of bleeding during the first 
few days after birth. This danger 
can be warded off by giving vita­ 
min K to the babies immediately 
after birth in those instances in 
which the doctor thinks it is neces­ 
sary. 
Vitamin K dissolves in fats, and 
it occurs in various foods, especial­ 
ly green vegetables. It is interest­ 
ing that vitamin K is formed in 
the intestine by the action of cer­ 
tain types of germs. Certain of 
the sulfonamide drugs will kill 
these germs in the patient’s intes­ 
tine, and thus eliminate an im­ 
portant aource 
of 
vitamin 
K. 
Therefore, it would seem import­ 
ant that when the sulfonamide 
drugs are being used, vitamin K 
also he administered. Since vita­ 
min K is dissolved in fats or oily 
substances, any person who takes 
an excess of mineral oil for one or 
another reason should also receive 
additional amounts of vitamin K. 
In certain diseases, such as coli­ 
tis, sprue and calaic disease, in 
which diarrhea is a symptom, a 
lack of prothrombin in the blood 
is often present. In these condi­ 
tions, also, vitamin K should he 


administered hy injection. There 
is a disease called hemorrhagic 
disease of the new-born in which 
bleeding frnm various parts of the 
body occurs. The exact cause of 
this disease is not known, but the 
administration of vitamin K seems 
to save the baby’s life in many in­ 
stances. 
A vitamin K deficiency may de­ 
velop in those cases of jaundice 
which are caused by gallstones or 
tumor growths blocking the flow 
of bile into the intestine, because 
bile is necessary for the absorp­ 
tion of vitamin K from foods. 
Vitamin K is not related to 
bleeding diseases such as hemo­ 
philia or purpura. However, when 
any person bleeds excessively and 
the blood does not seem to clot as 
it should, tests should be made to 
determine the amount of pro­ 
thrombin in the blood; if the pro­ 
thrombin is deficient in amount, 
vitamin K should be administered. 
Vitamin K may be taken by 
mouth or it can be given by in­ 
jection into a muscle. It is not 
known in just what way vitamin 
K acts to promote the formation 
of prothrombin. It is known that 
the process takes place in the liver. 
Hence, it may be expected that in 
certain liver diseases, prothrom­ 
bin formation may also be inter­ 
fered with, and the giving of vita­ 
min K may he helpful. 
The discovery of vitamin K and 
its part in the prevention of bleed­ 
ing is one of the greatest advances 
in modern medicine.

As part of the 
entertainment the school organist 
gave us a concert on a pipe organ 
which was in their 
auditorium 
After the meeting, I made the ac- j 
quaintance of the organist, and he j 
demonstrated to me the capabili- 
ties of the instrument. At the same , 
time, he remarked that it lacked 
volume, but inasmuch as it had 
been a gift there was really noth­ 
ing they could do about it 
Now it happened that the plans 
of our architects. Thomas D. M c­ 
Laughlin and Associates, of Lima. 
Ohio, included two organ chambers 
high up on either side of the stage 
in our new auditorium. So three 
dominant ideas became concurrent 
in my mind. First, why not in my 
capacity 
as Director 
of 
Instru­ 
mental Music, ask Mr. Reese for a 
pipe organ 
for the 
auditorium? 
Second, why not represent to Mr. 
Reese 
the embarrassment 
under 
which we would labor if some well 
wisher should present us with a 
pipe organ which might be faulty 
in volume or tone? Third, why not 
get busy on that project speedily 
lest some one conceive the idea 
of placing one of my pet abomina­ 
tions, an electric imitation of a 
pipe organ 
in 
the 
auditorium, 
which 
would 
certainly 
put the 
complete end to the pipe organ 
project? 


I pr reeded 
to act upon those 
idens. and as soon as I mentioned 
the n ‘ter to Reese, 
he replied,
